Additional Backup Information:
The contract is for welding and fabrication services for City vehicles and equipment. The contract will provide
the City with reliable and continuous repair services which will minimize delays in maintenance and repairs of
City vehicles and equipment. These services are required as a result of normal wear and tear of vehicles and
equipment used by many City departments, many of which belong to Austin Resource Recovery.

This is a new contract for these services. The requested authorization amounts were determined using
departmental estimates based on historical spend and predictions of future maintenance and repairs needed
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as units age.

If the City is unable to secure a contract for these services, the City will not have a reliable and continuous
source of welding and fabrication services for City units. This will likely result in higher prices and operational
cost associated with spot purchases.
